Jack* Miner, whose studies of wild 
waterfowl have attracted international 
attention among. conservationists, is 
among those who are attending the 
meeting. Mr. Miner will show the asso- 
ciation pictures of wild ducks and geese 
alighting at his feet to get grain from 
his: hands, 

“Twice each year pe ee water- 
fowl visit_my place,’’. said. My. Miner. 
“They Know I am their friend. I have 


| offered them ‘friendship and they have 


aecepted it: By aluminum bands on the 
legs of wild ducks and geese I have 
proved that the same bird has visited 
my place five or six different years. 
I have traced their journeys all over 
the United States and far into the wilds 
of Northern Canada.’’ 

Mr. Miner supervises the feeding of 
migratory birds on a large scale. Henry 
Ford, who succeeded Theodore Roose- 
vélt as Chairman of the Advisory. Com- 
mittee ‘of the association, among 
those who aid Mr. Miner’s work. 

Representatives of several State and 
private game farms toki of the progress 
in game breeding. W. B. Coleman of 
Virginia said more thah 2,100 quail had 
been raised and released there last year. 
The protection of ‘‘bob-white’” was the 
‘subject of discussion by several speak- 
ers. The agitation to place’quail on the 
song-bird list was ‘opposed by several 
speakers on the ground that the main- 
taining of’ proper cover and food has 
more to do with a good quail supply 
than any other element. It was con- 
tended. that moderate speowng made 
quail hardy, ‘prevented inbreeding by 
scattering the coveys and made esgrered 
wary and hard to approach.

HIGHWAY AND RAILWAY 
ACCIDENTS. 

The accident to the Twentieth Cen- 
tury train is disquieting because it 
happened despite so many precautions:

In fact, the danger of fatal accidents 
to railway passengers is surprisingly 
small, In several, years: over eighteen 
billion ‘passenger miles caused no 
death to any passenger. Every 
yéar several railways report no fatat 
passenger apcidents. And although 
more than 10,000 accidental déaths 
have been reported by srailways in 
many years, yet the railway maximum 
is 11,839, in: 1907,. against last..year’s 
automobile fatalities*of 16,000. The 
decrease in. tailway accidents is as 
reassuring as the increase of automo- 
bile accidents is alarming. 

There are 14,000,000 automobiles in 
the United.States, and more drivers 
than owners. There are only 13,050 
railway passenger engineers” and 
20,432 freight engineers. ‘They run 
on rails, with many and costly aids to 
safety, whereas automobile drivers 
dodge in and out of traffic. Railway 
traffic safeguards are ‘being multiplied 
and highway regulation should be 
more rigid. Motor drivers are more 
reckless of lives—including their own— 
than engineers are of passenger lives 
and more irresponsible whens they 
cause damage. - Last -year=railways 
paid $84,911,316 in accident damages, 
and under Government operation paid 
the maximum, $199,591,261, in 1920. 
Railways are under Government pres- 
sure to install mechanical stop devices 
at. a cost of unknown millions, and 
to abolish grade crossings at°’a cost 
of. unknown. billions. They ought at 
least to be aliowed to earn the money. 
Motor drivers could be controlled for 
@ much smaller sum.

A Housewife’s Saturday and Sun- 
day. in the Days of the Bandits.

All Cases on One Level. 

A close stuay of the contributions thus 
far received demonstrated that seem- 
ingly those who read the-stories of dis- 
tress are not swayed by the position ac- 
corded them numerically among the 100.

}.those at the top were passed by. All of 
the cases, of\course, are on one level as 
far as need goes; but apparently readers 
believe that the low numbered cases 
would inevitably be cared for by others. 

An example of the fallacy of this may 
be found in.

Years 
ago, when life had more to offer, he 
worked steadily as a clerk. He saved 
and grew old. Then came a stroke of 
paralysis, and the savings were soon 
gone. His wife, frail- though she was, 
learned to do home work. All went 
well, or well enough, for several months. 
Misfortune called again. The little old 
lady fell ill. A serious operation fol- 
lowed, and even now she is weak and 
nervous—she sees the sun always set- 
ting, never rising. Every day that he is 
able, Stephen B. goes to the toy shop. 
But the days at the shop are growing 
fewer as the weather gets less friendly 
and. the paralyzed-limb grows worse.

GERMANY NEEDS GOLD HERE 


Must Set Up Credit Balances, Bank:
